The indictment against Shea was returned

Grand Jury, and he is charged with having 
obtained $700 from Otto Udmanson on a 
confidence game. Detective Stible went to 
Jefferson City, where Gov. BSiephens hon- 
ored -his requisition. Stible then returned 
to St. Louis to take charge of his pris- 
oner. Shea has been released on bond to 
@ppear in the Court of Criminal Correction 
Wednesday and. answer to the charge of 
fugitive from justice. All that was ieft 
for Stible to do was to wait for the case 
to be called. 

Tuesday evening Detective Stible was 
sitting in a chair in the office of Chief of 
Police Campbell when Deput Sheriffs 
Priesmeyer and Wasser entered. One of 
the deputies tapped the: detective on the 
shoulder and said he had a warrant for his 
arrest. The detective laughed., So did the 
other police officials. They thought it was 
a joke.’ When they learned otherwise the 
information was read to him. It charged 
criminal libel. A morning newspaper had 

rinted an article concerning Shea’s arrest, 

n which the detective had been inter- 
viewed, and in which he had said some 
things that reflected on Mr, Shea’g in- 
tegrity. , 

Chief of Detectives Desmond, when he 
@aw that the warrant was genuine, offered 
to take the warrant and serve it. The dep- 
uties would not release the.r prisoner... Des- 
mond asked the Sheriff's representatives to 
leave Stible in their custody. No, their 
orders were to put Stible in jail, they said. 
Desmond offered to furnish bond. It was 
flatiy refused. The deputies said crim.nal 
libel was a felony and they could Sanoaps 
no bond. Chief Deemond pieaded with the 
deputies to leave Stible out of jail. He 
gaid that the detective was here represent- 
ing the State of Illinois, and he had been 


accepted by the Governor of Missouri. It | 


Was a most discourteous proceeding.to lock 
up an officer of the law on the statement 
of a man under indictment, he sa.d. 

The deputies were inexorable. They said 
they had orders to lock  Stible up 
nothing else would do. Desmond 
wanted to reach Sheriff Pohlman or 
his chief deputy. Neither cvuld be 
found. Repeatedly Priesmeyer laid his 
hands on Stible and said he would have to 
go to fall. P 

Finally Desmond heard that the chief 
deputy was in@&he corridor.

ASPHYXIATED 
IN HIS. HOME, 


Thomas E. Phelan Died From 
Escaping Gas. 


WAS FOUND BY HIS DAUGHTER. 


HE WAS FOR YEARS A PROMI- 
NENT CONTRACTOR. j; 


Brother of Rev. Father Phelan of the 
Western Watchman—He Is the 
Third Brother to Die Thus — 
Unexpectedly. | 


Thomas 'E. Phelan,: a» prominent con- 
tractor and a brother of Rev. David 8. 
i Phelan, editor of the Western Watchman 
and pastor of the Church of Our Lady of 
Mt. Carmel, was asphyxiated by gas in his 
bed room at his home, 33% Chestnut street, 
Wednesday morning. 

When thé body was found it was still 
warm and was fully clothed. It was 
Stretched upon the bed in an easy position 
and a pipe was held in the mouth in a 


Might grasp. The family say these circum. 
stances confirm their theory of acccident. 

The dead man’s daughter, Miss Gene- 
body. She: arose at 
her usual hour and was making her tollet 
when she detected the odor of gas. She 
' began a search to locate it. As she ap- 
} proached her father’s room the odor be- 
|came stronger. A knock at his door was 
inot résponded to. He was called several 
times, ‘but there Was no answer. /Miss 
Phelan then turned the knob of the door 
and entered. 

Her father lay as though asleep. His 
head was resting my his right arm. . The 
room was filled with gas and a glance to.d 
her that her father was under its Influence. 

She called her mother, who was in an 
adjoining room, and they opened every win- 
dow and door in the house to allow the gas 
‘to escape. A friend was summoned and 
he called Dr. A. C. Robinson of 3402 Pine 
street. 

Dr. Robinson found the body warm and 
applied some restoratives, although he de- 
clared there was no hope, es death had 
Occurred several minutes before. After a 
few vain efforts at reviving, he made ar- 
rangements to notify Coroner Lloyd. An 
examination of the six gas jets in the room 
—" that only one of them was fiow- 
ng. 

Mrs. Phelan says her husband arose about 
4 o’clock in the morning and went to the 
kitchen and took a light lunch, as was his 
custom. He then returned to his room and 
lay Gown again to wait for breakfast, she 
She thinks he negl-gently turned on 
one of the jets when he lighted his pipe, 
thinking he would light the gas, too. 4 

‘“‘He had a habit of doing that,” she said. 
“I have long been expecting something like 
this to happen and no longer ago than yes- 
_terday I informed some friends that I 
would not be suprrised if Mr. Phelan shouid 
not some day agphyxiate himself in this 


way. 

“He always wanted to save a match 
when he could and this desire led him to 
turn on a gas jet, if one was in reach 
when he lighted a match. It was a secon 
nature with thim. Half the time he didn’t 
light the jet and my daughters and I al- 
ways watched him when we saw him with 
a match in his hand that we might shut 
}any jets that he left open. The fact that 
i\he was fully clothed and held his pipe in 
‘his mouth when he died confirms our belief 
| that death was an accident brought about 
by this negligent habit. 

“TIT have no doubt he went to his room 
after eating lunch and, feelin that he 
needed a short rest, he lighted his pipe 
and lay down. I am convinced that, as he 
|ignited the match, the old habit asserted 
,itself and he turned on the jet and neg- 
l lected to apply the light. 

“Suicide? Impossible! He was in good 
‘health and his affairs were in fine condi- 
tion. He was cheerful when he retired for 
ithe evening and there was no reason why 
| he should be unhappy in anything.” 

| Father Phelan, the dead man’s brother, 
' was at the house a few minutes after the 
| body was discovered. 

“Thomas was one of the most cheerful 
and happy men I ever knew,” he said. ‘“‘He 
had no financial entanglements or worries 
and was prospering. here was no reason 
| for him to take his own life and J know he 
died by accident, although it came about 

ac a a negligent habit. 


“He ts the third of my brothers to die 
‘suddenly. Alexander died of cholera and 
was the picture of health three hours before 

I saw him a corpse. Michael was stricken 
with heart disease, while walking along 
‘the street, laughing with friends. And now 
'Thomas, cheerful and happy, is taken from 
us just as unexpectedly. 

‘My brother was born in Sydney, Cape 
Breton, in 1843, and he and I came to this 
country together. He leaves a widow and 
a daughter. The funeral will be held 
Thursday afternoon from St. Xavier's 
Church to Calvary Cemetery.”

We respectfully submit that it ws not only the right and duty of this nation, but also 
its high privilege, to strive to prevent the wiping out of two of our sister Republics, the des- 
olation of thousands of English and South African homes, the slaughter of thousands of 
civilized men and the drenching of South Africa with blood and tears. 


The World and Post-Dispatch Washington Bureau sent by telegraph the above petition to hundreds of conspicu- 
ous American citizens with a request for permission to attach their names as signers. 

The response by telegraph was immediate, hearty and unanimous. There is no doubt where the best sentiment of 
this republic stands. The petition, signed with all the names received to date, has been presented to President McKinley 
at the White House.

Judge Willis Clark of the 
“Three Cs” Was Present. 


ADMITS THAT HE SHOOK DICE. 


SAYS THAT HE ONLY DID IT AS 
AN EXPERIMENT. 


A Sergeant of the Reform Police De- 
partment, It Is Said, Partici- 
pated in the Game at 
Cronin’s. 


A number of craps games were raided 
in various parts of St. Louis last Satur- 
day afternoon and evening. The fact was 
chronicled by the newspapers at the time. 

A Four Courts story was fo the effect 
that Judge Willis Clark of the Court ot 
Criminal Correction was present at one of 
the games. Persons interested 'n this game 
say the .raids were made because the Judge 
lost money. The Judge denies. this, 

The name of Sergeant Dowdall of the 
Tenth Police District was also prominent- 
ly mentioned as one of the winners of the 


money. 
The others spoken of as having 
either sat in the game or been present 


at it were Attorney John A. Gernez, Attor- 
ney Calvin N. Miller and Chris Schawacker. 
The game is said to have been played ina 
private room adjoining Cronin’s saloon on 
‘Twelfth street, near the Four Courts. ; 
Judge Clark acknowledges that he was in 
the saloon at the time stated, and with 


‘the persons mentioned, and that he shook 


dice there, but he says he did not lose any 
money. 

todne Clark was asked about the stories 
Wednesday morning. To a Post-Dispatch 
nian he said: 

“T can’t see how such a rumor got in 
cireulation. I have heard all kinds of sto- 
ries this morn.ng. One of them was that 
I had been ‘beaten out of a lot of money 
by a police sergeant. Now, 1’ tell you 
just what happened: 

“Tf was passing along Twelfth street Sat- 
urday afternoon when a messenger over- 
took me and asked me to step into a saloon 
and wait there for an attorney who wanted 
me to sign a bond. I went in. Mr. Gernez 
and Mr. Miller and Sergt. Dowdall were 
seated at a table. ‘They had a dice box 
and were apparently shaking for the drinks, 
They asked me to sit down, but I dd not. 
I stood there and watched them for awhile 
and bought a drink for the party. Then 
somebody took a couple of dige from the 
box and began to play some other kind of 
a game. I asked them what it was, and 
they said they were playing craps. I was 
much. interested, and asked them to show 
me how it was played. I wanted to know 
because I frequently have cases here in 
whieh prieoners are charged with playing 
craps. I shook the box several times to see 
what the game was like.” 

“Did you lose $136?" was asked, 

“No,” said Judge Clark. ‘I did not lose 
135 cents.” : 

“Did you lose any money?” 

‘I did not.’ 

“Did anyone in the game win anything 
from you?” 

“They did not.” 

‘Do you know that crooked dice were 
used In the game?” 

“Tl do not, but I have heard so.” 

Chris Schawacker said: “I drove over to 
the saloon with Judge Clark to meet a 
bondsman, We had some drinké, and then 
went back into the proprietor’s private 
room. The judge wanted to look over Some 
papers to see .whether the bondsman was 
rood. We were in there about an’ hour. 
Mr. Gernez and the sergeant and. others 
were playing dice, and the judge asked what 
the game of craps was like. They showed 
him; that’s ail.” 

Mr. Schawacker added: 

‘The Judge threw the dice several times 

to see what the game was like. That story 
about his i $135 is all bosh. I did not 
take any part in the game. I was simply 
waiting to take the Judge downtown in 
my rig.’ 
At another point in this interview Chris 
Schawacker said: “They were playing for 
money. When Judge Clark and I first went 
in they were playing high dice for a quarter 
a.corner, later for half a dollar and finally 
for a dollar. As I said, I did not enter the 
game. When the Judge asked for informa- 
tion the game was switched to craps.’’ 

All of those mentioned as having partici- 
pated in the game are Republicans. The 
proprietor of the saloon where the game 
is alleged to have taken place is a promi- 
nent Democratic politician,

Kruger Said to Have Demand- 
ed Troops’ Withdrawal. 


A REPORT QF AN _ INVASION. 


MANY UNAUTHENTICATED STO- 
RIES AGITATE LONDON. 


England Is Going Ahead With War 
Preparations, but the Progress 
of Mobilization Is Not 
Rapid. 


PRETORIA, Oct. 4.—A more extended ac- 
count of the speech of President Kruger 
at the adjournment of the Raad yester- 
day is obtainable. According ta  trust- 
worthy reports he said: 

“Everything points to war, 
spirit of falsehood has overtaken 
countries, and because the people the 
Transvaal wish to govern themselves. Al- 
-though thousands may come to attack us, 
we have yothing to fear, for the Lord is 
the final arbiter and He will decide, 

“Bullets came by thousands at the time 
of the Jameson raid, but the burghers were 
untouched. Over a hundred were killed on 
the other side, showing that the Lord 4ij- 
rected our bullets. The Lord rules the 
world.”’ 

Mr. J. M:. A. Wolmarans, one of the two 
non-official members of the executive coun- 
cil, said he hoped that when the Raads re- 
assembled they would be without a con- 
vention and would be a free people. God, 
he declared, had often used England to 
bring the burghers back to the faith of 
their forefathers. In the course of his 
speech he exclaimed: ‘‘Engiand has refused 
everything—even , arbitration.’’ 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—No definite news has

has been placed in command of the 


change in the situation, although the mass- 
ing of the Boers in all directions inevita- 
bly increases the tension. 

While constant military orders are being 
issued here. progress seems very siow, and 
it must still be weeks before Great Britain 
will be in a position to strike, although it 
believed British troops now at the 
or near it are sufficient to protect 
British territory. The Government is cer- 
tainly not showing any signs of haste in 
sending an ultimatum. 

This is probably due to a recognition that 
Great Britain is not yet ready to substitute 
force for negotiation; and the Cabinet, 
therefore, giving the Twansvaal every 
chance to accept the latest proposals. 

The Stock Exehange Was influenced dur- 
ing the opening hours to-day by vague 
rumors that Queen Victoria had cabled 
President Kruger and President Steyn, hold- 
ing out the olive branch, and ‘by a report 
that the Boers had been. defeated ina 
small engagement. 

Prices rose, but there was a speedy re- 
lapse when both stories were discredited.

LOOT A TREASURE TRAIN. 


Boers Seize 500,000 Pounds in Gold 
on the Way to Cape Town. 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—The most sensational 
news from South Africa this morning is 
a reiteration of yesterday’s report of the 
acquisition by the Transvaal authorities of 
600,000 pounds in gold, which was on the 
way to Cape Town from Johannesburg, 
The confirmation of the story comes from 
two sources. 

The Cape Argus asserts that the Boers 
made the seizure at Vereenigeng, the 
amount being the week’s shipment of gold 
on the way from:-the Rand to Cape Town 
and forwarded treasure to Pretoria. The 
report is also confirmed by a cablegram 
received to-day by a mining company in 
London from their representative, which is 
to the effect that the train upon which he 
was traveling from Johannesburg to Cape 
Town was held wp and looted by Boers, 
who secured 300,000 pounds in gold, the

amount being considerably less than the 
original estimate. 

There is nothing very tangible in to-day’s 
War news; but the situation remains as 
Strained as ever, unless hope may be 4de- 
rived from the apparent fact that the forces 
on the frontier are regarded by both sides 
as wholly defensive for the present, and 
from the statement that Mr, J. H. Hof- 
meyer, -the Afrikander leader in Cape Col- 
ony, is still prepared to endeavor to secure 
the adhesion of the Transvaal Government 
to the “Irreducibie minimum,” proposed at 
the Bloemfontein conference to President 
Kruger by Sir Alfred Milner, the British 
High Commissioner, if the Imperial Gov- 
ernment will stand by the high commis- 
sioner’s original proposal.

How the Boers Will Operate When the 
War Begins. 
LONDON, Oct. 4.—The various announce- 
ments regarding Boer movements seem to 


indicate their probable plan of campaign 
in the event of hostilities.

force, apparently, would surround the nar- 
row stretch of Natal territory jutting into 
the Transvaal, thus~ threatening Laing’s 
Nek, Charlestown and Dundee, while the 
Orange Free State commando from Harri- 
smith is expected to operate near Van Ree- 
nan’s Pass, and threatening Ladysmith. 

Military critics are confident that Great 
gritain will hold her own in Natal. The 
Free State commanders appear to be mov- 
ing slowly. It is probable that the Gov- 
ernment has loaned a portion of the Free 
State artillery to the Transvaal. The only 
concentration at present is at Harrismith, 
in the northeastern section of the 
State, and at Boshof. northwest of Bloem- 
fontein, a position threatening Kimberley 
and fourteen streams; at Rouxville, where 
the Burghers expect the aid of the dis- 
loyal portion of the farmers; and at Aliwal, 
north. in Cape Colony. 

Lichtenburg is the base of Commandant 
Cronjes’ movement on the western border, 
menacing the Mafeking Railway, between 
Mafeking and Vryburg, in Bechunaland. 

There is a well authenticated report that 
a large force of Boers is assembled at 
Selik, at the junction of the Crocodile and 
Pongola Rivers, evidently with the object 
of destroying the railway. 

The northern commando, whose bage is 
at Petersburg. confronts Plummer’s column, 
which will move nearer the border to-day. 

The report regarding the extent of Boer 
artillerw is probably exaggerated, as it is 
believed the burghers posses few fie'd guns, 
and it is unl kely that they would dismantle 
their forts {n order to send garrison pieces 
to the front. : 

The military authorities estimate there 
are now 12,000 Boers in the fleld. 

Late advices from Cape Town this after- 
noon indicate a widespread impression there 
that, unless the Boers begin hostilities by 
Thursday they will not fight but yield to 
the imperial demands when formulated. 

The Cape House of Assembly last even- 
ing agreed to a motion instructing the 
Cape Government to demand the speedy re- 
turn to Cape Colony of any and all rolling 
stock now in the Orange Free State or the 
Transvaal. 

A special dispatch from Johannesburg 
says the Boer officials there continue to 
urge the British subjects who remain to 
leave and it is believed that all who don’t 
will be marched, under escort, along the 
railway until a train is reached to carry 
them off. 

Orders have been issued from Pretoria 
closing all the saloons in the gold fi®lds 

he Transvaal Government has taken 
over the Perreira mines and all the mines 
in the gold fields. A group of five of the 
Eckstein mines have been closed. 

Additional transports with troops from 
India arrived this morning at Durban. Na- 
tal, and will proceed to the front immedi- 
ately. It is reported there that the Boers 
are withdrawing from the Natal border 
owing to lack of forage.

Nautical Expert Spears Thinks 
the Cup Is Safe. 


COLUMBIA !S THE BETTER BOAT. 


SAILS FASTER WHEN THE CONDI- 
TIONS ARE THE SAME, 


Tuesday’s Race Will Be Sailed Again 
Thursday, and Probably Over the 
Same 15-Miles-and-Turn 
Course. 


Specfal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NBPW YORK, Oct. 4.—The followileg pre- 
diction as to the outcome of the interna- 
tional yacht races is made for the Post- 
Ikispatch by John -R. Spears, the nautical 
expert: 

“In spite of the fact that a lack of wind 
prevented the yachts covering their course 
within the time limit, and in spite of the 
manifest superiority of Capt. Hogarth’s 
seamanship, the details of the trial show 
that when the wind comes alike to both, 
the Columbia easily outruns, outstretches 
and outpoints the Shamrock in winds from 
fresh down to light. 

“The Shamrock will not get the cup.” 

Thursday's race will be sailed again to- 
morrow, and most probably over the same 
course—l15 miles to stake boat and return 
to finish line—a total distance of 30 miles. 
To win the victor must cross the finish 
line within five and a half hours from the 
time of the start. 

According to the agreement under which 
these races are to be sailed, the winner 
of three out of a series of five is to keep 
or take the cup, as the case may be. For 


¥ to-morrow’s race the yachts are to be sent 


fifteen miles from a point on Sandy Hook; 
either straight into the eye of the wind or 
dead before it and back again. Which 
course will be pursued. will depend on the 
wind. 

In the general terms if the wind blows 
from the sea toward the land they will be 
sent first into the eye of the wind and will 
come home before it. 

If it blows from the land out to sea the 
yachts will be sent away before it to beat 
their way home after turning the outer 
mark. 

To these not accustomed to: such races 
it may be said that this mark is a floating 
platform, made of planks and’ barrels. It 
carries small staff, from which floats a 
small red and white flag. On a clear day 
it is easily seen. two ‘miles away, but to 
make its location more easily found a tug- 
boat bearing a big ball suspended between 
its masts will be stationed near the float. 
The racing yachts are to pass between the 
float and the tug, and they will be timed as 
the do so in order that thefr: work in ‘the 
kind of wind and weather they have ‘had 
may be compared. 

The length of tne course over.which the 
yachts sail will Se measured by the tug 
that guards the curning float. As soon ds 
the flagship anchors to form the starting 
line the tug will steam away dragging a 
“taffrail log,”” a machine é¢hat measures 
the distance covered by the tug as it goes 
through the water. It takes no account 
of the tide; if the tide is with it the course 
will be more than fifteen sea miles long 
as measured on the bottom of the sea. 
If the tide is against it the distance is 
less. In either case, the course is as fair 
for one as for the other, and it is only 
worth mentioning because under some cir- 
cumstances it might alter the calculations 
of the sharps who want to know how fast 
either one sailed. 

This course of to-morrow is to give the 
yachts a chance for what is called wind- 
ward work. The one characteristic of a 
sailing ship that !s more {mportant than 
all others is the ability to work into an 
adverse wind. It is for that reason that 
the first race is laid for windward work. 
Of course the wind may shift after the 
race is started, but that is one of the mis- 
fortunes that cannot be provided for. 

Saturday a triangular course, ten miles 
long on a side, will be laid out. Two tugs 
and two floats are required for this—one 
for each of the two outer angles of the 
course. When the spectator sees two tugs 
carrying floats cross the line he may know 
a triangular course is to be followed. And 
because of the importance of windward 
work one of the sides of the triangle will 
be laid so that it Hes right in the eye of 
the wind, if that be possible. 

On the other legs of the course the yachts 
will run free, but not, of course, before 
the wind. 

Now, because of the lay of the land—the 
position of the coasts of Long Island and 
New Jersey—the starting point for eac 
race is likely to be the Sandy Hook Light- 
ship—the red hulk that is anchored about 
seven miles to the eastward of the point of 
the Hook as a guide-mark for shipping. But 
at times the wind comes so that the Scot- 
land Lightship, a yellow hulk 4% miles 
nearer Sandy Book. is more convenient and 
it might easily happen’ that it would be 
used, especially in the triangular course. 
Then, too, one one occasion the Racing 
Committee, on finding the starting ground 
at the Sandy Hook Lightship covered with 
excursion boats, quietly sent the racers to 
the other lightship and started them there 
before the excursion skippers knew what 
was to occur. 

The third race will be laid on the wind- 
ward course. If a fourth race is needed it 
will be on the triangular course, and a 
fifth race would omce more take «the 
straightaway course. 

The starting line is to-be formed. by;the 
flagship of the Néw York Yacht Clubjan- 
choring near. one of the lightships/men- 
tioned. The usual! distance is 200 yards, But 
there is no specified distance in the agree- 
ment.

ANALYSIS OF THE RACE. ~ 


Neither Boat Disappointed’ Her Many 
Champions. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—An analysis of the 
race shows’ that the boats are very even- 
ly matched. 

During the five and a half hours’ sail the 
Shamrock was thrice ahead, and twice the 
Yankee beat showed the way. For the first 
10 minutes. the Shamrock led, and then 
for five .minutes the Columbia’s graceful 
bow showed ahead of the green boat; for 
45 minutes following the Shamrock held 
command, then for three hours the Colum- 
bia, and for the last hour anda half it was 
the Shamrock that led the way. The breeZe 
shifted about through eight points of the 
compass. 

Each in turn beat the other running be- 
fore the wind and was in turn beaten beat- 
ing against the winds at various stages of 
the race, so that many of the experts who 
saw the two boats are disinclined to be- 
lieve there is a pin to choose between 
them, but when the race is closely analyzed 
it is absolutély proven that the Columbia 
showed her superiority at every point of 
sailing, running, reaching and beating 
whenever the wind freshened, and that it 
was only in the lightest air that the Sham- 
rock could make headway fgainst her. 
Both had their share of good and bad luck, 
The Columbia had the better jof the shift- 
ing wind on the rum down to the mark, 
and beat the Shamrock 2:44, While on the 
beat home, after increasing her lead to 
over a mile at one time, the Shamrock 
overhauled the Yankee and Was a quarter 
of a mile ahead when the time allowance 
expired. 

On the maintained two 
parallel lines a mile apart, two fences 
through which not one of the pushing, 
crowding fleet of excursion vessels was per- 
mitted to poke ita nose.

for home. 

The Shamrock made more fuss forward 
and dragged a wave aft. On the beat home 
against a head wind the Columbia showed 
her heels to'the Irish boat unmistakably 
while the wind ‘held. Time after time the 
Shamrock tried for the weather gauge, luf- 
fing, squeezing and pinching until her head 
sails trembled, but without avail. The Co- 
lumbia not only held as high, but outfooted 
her tack after tack. The yadchts made a 
beautiful spectacle as they b@at to wind- 
ward, heeling over to the th the water 


way down they 


stiding swiftly back from. their sharklike 
bows. Whenever they smashed into an 
unusually large seat the spray spurted 
from either side ® feet into thp air. After 
the Columbia had gotten a milp ahead and 
the vachts were way over un Mt the Jersey 
shore the breeze again half failled, and the 
Shamrock drew gradually ahdad. It was 
marvelous that in so light a breeze a boat 
could slip so swiftly through the sea. After 
that the Shamrock was never headed, but 
from that time to the finish the Columbia 
had nothing but bad luck. In addition to 
her faster footing powers in the extremely 
light. alr every puff of the capricious wind 
seemed. to strike the Shamrock and leave 
the Yankee -boat practically becalmed. 
Edge as she would toward every streak of 
wind, she seemed -unable to find it. The 
Shamrock gained foot by foot until she 
overhauled the Yankee, crossed her bows. 
and when the time limit was up was fully 
a quarter of a mile ahead.

The Venezueia award is satisfactory to both parties to the 
controversy.

To the long record of killings and maimings by street cars 
with worthless fenders must now be added a boy crushed to 
death and a woman crippled for life.

Before Mr. Pulitzer initiated them, ten 
years ago, pupils in the public school class 
evoked images of vials in which the teach- 
ers poured science, and the adverse critics 
said, “It is as if it} were necessary that 
phystcians and cobblerg should know the 
same things.”’ 

Mr. Pulitzer had a retort to that pre- 
ared. ‘He wrote: ‘'My special object is to 
elp the yy The rich can help them- 
selves. My injunction against favoritism 
must, therefore, be understood as admittin 
of favoritism to the;poor. I believe in self- 
made men, but it is not the atm of this 
plan to help people for ordinary money- 
making purposes. College education is not 
needed for that. There are nobler pur- 
poses in life, and my hope is not that these 
scholarships will make better butchers, 
bakers, brokers and|‘bank cashiers, but that 
they will help to make teachers, scholars, 
np eae gr authors, journalists, judges, 
awyers and statesmen. 

‘They certainly ought to Increase, not 
diminish, the number of those who. under 
our free institutions, rise from the hum- 
blest to the highest peeing I have not 
entered upon this scheme without careful] 
thought. It was a dream of my youth. It 
is the conviction of experience. 

‘7 shall be hapay indeed if {t should, 
even to the smaliest degree, relieve pov- 
erty, afd the cause of education and lift 
into a higher plane of citizenship and use- 
fulness to the State, children of the poor, 
who, in spite of talent, without such edu- 
cation and great hardship, cannot compéie 


‘THE PULITZER SCHOLARSHIPS, 
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for the nobler prizes of an intellectual ca- 
reer.”’ 

Tre scheme, detailed to the City Superin- 
tendent of Schools in a letter, dated May 21, 
1889, was to give to 12 boys—chosen among 
the graduates of the grammar schools—$260 
a year each, during their five years’ course 
in the College of the City of New York, 
or any other college that a committee 
designated. 

The graduate of the grammar school went 
to college, developed his general knowledge, 
acquired the perception of his particular 
faculties, of ‘his individuality, and found 
himself incapable—in the lack of money, in 
the lack of abiifty to earn money—heipless 
at the threshold of his career. 

The remedy was applied immediately. Mr. 
Pulitzer gave an endowment fund of $100,009 
to Columbia University. By the terma of it 
10 elect among the grammar echool gradu- 
ates receive free tuition in the preparatory 
high schoo] and the collegiate courses of 
the university every year. 

The preparatory studies are in the Horace 
Mann School. ‘They take three or four 
years, in the course of which each elect 
under the scholarship received #7®*. At the 
end of it he may go to a college that he has 
chosen and receive $250 a year, or enter 
Columbia University—the School of Arte, 
Mines or Law—and receive free tuition, be- 
sides $200 a year.

The Venezuela award is satisfactory“to both parties to the 
controversy. 

The Venezuelan arbitration is a triumph of reason over folly, 
of right over might. 

There never was any good cause of war between Great 
Britain and Venezuela, as is shown by decision of the court. 
A quarrel which by any means can be composed by arbitration 
need not be scttled by war. And what quarrel cannot be go 
composed if governments are controlled by the simple, obvious 
principies of morality. 

This case is of greatest value to the cause of progress and 
civilization, because it is sure to be granted the authority of 
precedent by many nations and so, by degrees, acquire the 
force of law. The idea underlying it is so obviously cor- 
rect, that it cannot be rejected. It must, in the near future, 
be adopted by all civilized nations as a principle of interna- 
tional law, and war become impossible, except in the rare 
cases of irreconcilable differences.

To the long record of killings and maimings by street cars 
with worthless fenders must now be added a boy crushed to 
death and a woman crippled for life.

Before Mr. Pulitzer initiated them, ten 
years ago, pupils in the public school class 
evoked images of vials in which the teach- 
ers poured science, and the adverse critics 
said, ‘“‘It is as.if it were necessary that 
phystcians and cobblerg should know the 
same things.”’ 

Mr. Pulitzer had a retort to that pre- 
ared. ‘He wrote: ‘‘My special object is to 
elp the —— The rich can help them- 
selves. My injunction against favoritism 
must, therefore, be understood as admittin 
of favoritism to the poor. I believe tn self- 
made men, but it is not the atm. of this 
plan to help people for ordinary money- 
making purposes. College education is not 
néeded for that. There are nobler pur- 
poses in life, and my hope is not that these 
scholarships will make better butchers, 
bakers, brokers and ‘bank cashiers, but that 
they will help to make teachers, scholars, 
hysicians, authors, journalists, judges, 
awyers and statesmen. 

“They certainly ought to increase, not 
diminish, the number of those who. under 
our free institutions, rise from the hum- 
blest to the highest positions. I have not 
entered »¢ this scheme without careful 
thought. It wags a dream of my youth. It 
is the conviction of experience. 

‘TT shall be happy indeed if !{t should, 
even to the smallest degree, relieve pov- 


erty, afd the cause of education and lift 
into a higher plane of citizenship and use- 
fulness to the State, cHildren of the poor, 


who, in ~~ of talent. without such edu- 
cation and great hardship, cannot compete 
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SCHOLARSHIPS, 
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for the nobler prizes of an intellectual ca- 
reer.’’ 

Tre scheme, detailed to the City Superin- 
tendent of Schools in a letter, dated May 2, 
1889, was to give to 12 boys—chosen among 
the graduates of the grammar schools—$260 
a year each, during their five years course 
in the College of the City of New York, 
or any other college that a committee 
designated. 

The graduate of the grammar school went 
to college, developed his general knowledge, 
acquired the perception of his particular 
faculties, of ‘his individuality, and found 
himself incapable—in the lack of money, in 
the lack of ability to earn money—helpless 
at the threshold of his career. 

The remedy was applied immediately. Mr. 
Pulitzer gave an endowment fund of $100,000 
to Columbia University. By the terma of it 
10 elect among the grammar echool gradu- 
ates receive free tuition in the preparatory 
high schoo] and the collegiate courses of 
the university every year. 

The preparatory studies are in the Horace 
Mann School. They take three or four 
years, in the course of which each elect 
under the scholarship received $7. At the 
end of it he may go to a college that he has 
chosen and receive $250 a year, or enter 
Columbia University—the School of Arte, 
Mines or Law—and receive free tuition, be- 
sides $200 a year. 

Since 1883 this new 
Pulitzer’s free scholarships has been in 
triumphal vperation. A committee, come 
wosed of W. H. Merrill, representing Mr. 
Pulitzer; Virgil Prettyman, principal of 
the Horace Mann High School, and Joseph 
J. Kittel, member of the Board of Educae 
tion, has the task of selecting the candle 
dates.

MAY NOW RE-ENTER PONAPE. 


Gospel Is Now Preached to Over 100,- 
000,000 Heathen in Foreign Lands 
by 529 Devoted Exponents. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 4.—The annual 
survey of the work of the Board of Ameri- 
can Commissioners for Foreign Missions 
was to-day presented by the foreign secre- 
taries, the Rev. Dr. Judson Smith and the 


Rev. Dr. James '‘L. Barton. Secretary Bar- 
ton read the report of the BDuropean Tur- 
key and the BMastern Turkey missions; Ma- 
rathi, Madura and Ceylon miseigns in In- 
dia; Japan, Austria, Spain and Mexico. The 


peals for larger liberty and a more aggres- 
Sive pol.cy in the work of evangelization. 

Among other things, Dr. Barton saia: 

“Since the war the missionaries in Spain 
have traveled freely and have carried on 
their work as before without the slighteet 
word or look upon the part of any gsie that 
any lil will was enterta:ned, whi.e in some 
p.aces it had been made most evident that 
he people were especially eager to greet 
and honor Americans.”’ 

Secretary Smith's department Was sur- 
veyed by himself, in substance as follows: 

“The missions included are eleven in num- 
ber, two in Asia Minor, the Western Tur- 
key and the Central Turkey missions; three 
in. Africa, the Zulu, the West Central ebf- 
rica and the East Central Africa missions, 
two in the Pacific Islands, the Micrones an 
miseions and the work of the beard in the 
Hawaiian Islands, and four in China. the 
Shasni, the North China, the Foo Chow 
and the South China mission. 

“The event of the year in Micronesia is 
the end:ng of the Spanish occupation of 
Ponape and the transfer of the Carolines to 
the German Pmpire. This undoes, so far 
as that can be, the évents of 1887 and 1899, 
Which banished the missionaries from Po- 
napel, and opens the way to the immediate 
and energetic reocecupation ef this island 
as a station of the board. 

“In 2% missions distributed among the 
great continents and nations and islands 
as to encircle the globe, and offering the 
gospel to more than 100,000,000 souls. a force 
of 529 missionaries, assisted by 3155 native 
laborers in 1147 strategic points, preach the 
Gospel in % different languages; 492 organ- 
ized churches have a present membership 
of 49,782, of whom 5,07 have been received 
on confession this year, and 1021 Sunday- 
schools gather 65,903 pupils every Lord’s 
dav; 133 colleges and high schools train 
988 picked youth of both eexes, and 1137 
commen schools provide instruction for 43,- 
9X) pupils, while mission presses send out 
their m.llions of pages to instruct the Chris- 
tian communities and hospitals ang dispen- 
Saries minister relief to 120.000 patients, to
